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SOUTHERN TO APPOINT 
QUARANTINE. OFFICERS 


Commission Grants Petition in 
Order to Avoid Delay 
in Service. 


Because the cities of Dalton, Rome 
and Aragon, Ga., have established a 
quarantine against travelers from Chat- 
tanooga and Chickamauga, because of 
alleged epidemics of smallpox, the Ten- 
nessee cities, delaying the trains of 
the Southern railway in Jjhese 
long enough for the examination 
passengers seeking to get off at these 
cities, the Southern filed a petition with 
the state railroad commission asking 
to be allowed to appoint their own 
quarantine officers who may do the 
work of the Dalton, Rome and 
officers while the train is en 
thereby avoiding the delays caused by 
the ilons at the Georgia sta- 
tions. commission on Tuesday 
heard and granted this petition. 

The state ‘railroad commission on 
Tuesday ordered the Macon, Dublin 
and Savannah railroad to revise its 
tariff publication providing for rates 
on railroad cross-ties so as to limit 
the application of the rate to ties of 
such dimensions as are stipulated by 
the railroad commission. The specific 
case is in shipments of under-sized ties 
over this road, the ties being destined 
for Europe. 

On Tuesday also the commission au- 
thorized the Atlanta, Birmingham and 
Atlantic railroad to discontinue prefer- 
ential intra-terminal rates of $2 per 
Car to certain industries in and about 
Augusta and to charge the rate of $3 
per car, as fixed by the railroad com- 
miSSion, 

The railroad commission has under 
consideration sé6veral other questions 
which were up for hearing on Tuesday, 
but upon which it has not yet rendered 
a decision.
